LONDON, Aug. 8—Great Britain’s anti- 
aircraft defences were manned today 
against a make-believe “enemy” bombing 
raid in a spectacular prologue to full dress 
rehearsal of the nation’s armed forces. 

The raiders—500 of them—will operate from the south | 
One group of Royal Air Force planes playing the 
part of the enemy will fly over France tonight to wheel back 
| from the vicinity of Beauvais, northwest of Paris. The rest 
| will swoop in from the North Sea. 


Their jobs will be to dodge 800 
defending planes, some 1,400 antt- 
aircraft guns and a barrage of 500 
to 600 captive balloons designed 
to fend off bombing planes. It 
was estimated that about 60,000 
men would take part in the exer- 
cise, which continues to Friday 
night.

game regulations in Canada’s vast 
North West Territories have 
brought about a new consolida- 
tion of the North West game 
regulations, 


Close seasons are established for 
many types of game, while other 
animals may only be taken under 
permit issued by the Minister or an 
officer of the department. 

The use of traps in close season 
is prohibited except under permit. 


Nor may beaver dams_ nor 
muskrat houses be destroyed. 
Dogs are not used for hunting 


game except for retrieving. 

The hunting and trapping of bea- 
ver shall be permitted subject to 
the following regulations only: 


The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police as game officers under the 
Northwest Game Act may issue a 
permit allowing the holder thereof 
to take 15 beaver during the open 
season of the license year stipulated 
in the permit to 

(a) Any male resident over the 
age of 18 years, who is the holder 
of a hunting and trapping license 
issued under the provisions of the 
Northwest game regulations. 

(b) Any male resident, indian, 
Eskimo or halfbreed, over the age 
of 18 years, who is authorized 
hunt and trap under the provisions 
of the Northwest Game Act and 
regulations, 

(c) The widow of any native or 
halfbreed in needy circumstances, 
who desires to take beaver for her- 
self and family.

Representatives. 

Doubtless Dr. Dean is right when he 
says the United States will not pledge it- 
self in advance to support Britain and 
France, though the American people 
themselves know they likely will do so 
when the emergency comes. Such an | 
abrupt change of national policy may not 
be feasible. After all, it was only recently 
that England lost distaste for giving 
specific guarantees against aggression in 
Eastern Europe. One has no option but to 
hope that the moral revulsion against the 
brutalities of the dictators now sweeping 
over America will prevail, while there yet | 
is time, to marshal effective American | 
support behind the threatened cause of | 
democracy and human dignity. 

For it can never be forgotten that if 
the United States did make it clear, so 
that even Hitler and Mussolini could un- 
derstand, that in any war of aggression 
they started they would from the shot of 
the first gun have to face the terrific 
strength of the United States as well as 
the aroused resistance of France and Eng- 
land, all the Fascist cannons might remain 
silent. 

America holds the key to world peace. 
As long as President Roosevelt is at the 
helm, democratic nations can feel assured 
that the arguments of humanity and the 
interests of world peace are certain to find 
in him a consummate advocate and a noble 


guardian.

The Orders Don’t “Go” 


Japan has served notice on other for- 
eign governments that three more Chin- 
ese ports are to be blockaded, and that it 
will not be responsible if warships of any 
of these governments suffer damage be- 
cause they stay in these ports. To which 
the response will be the same as when a 
similar warning was given that a couple 
of other Chinese ports were to be blockad- 
ed. Japan will be told that, its disclaimer 
to the contrary, it will be held accountable 
if damage is done to the foreign warships. 

In so far as China is concerned, Japan 
has made itself a law unto itself, thrown 
treaties to the winds, ignored the Kellogg 
pact and a flock of other solemn agree- 
ments, and is massacring, pillaging and 
dictating at pleasure. Its “warnings” to 
foreign governments are nothing but im- 
pudent attempts to treat their rights in 
the same free-handed way. That it will get 
away with this there is no prospect what- 
soever. The. warships will go to the em- 


bargoed ports if their presence seems 
to be needed there, and will stay as long as 
it is required. 

If British or French ships are sunk or 
damaged in the free-booting operations, 
nothing may happen at present, because 
these powers are involved elsewhere. But 


care will be taken, it be assumed, 
that Japanese airmen will not unload any 
bombs on United States warships, for that 
country happens not to have commit- 
ments elsewhere to interfere with prompt 
action in response.

While the 
courses are designed for all German women, they 
are specially directed to those over 40. This is 
to fulfil the precept of Dr. Robert Ley, leader of 

the German Labor Front, 
BEAUTY FREE “Our women shall be beauti- 
FOR THE FRAUS ful.” Courses will concen- 

trate on four points—care of 
the skin, care of the hair and feet, and mastery 
of complete relaxation. By the expenditure of 
two minutes of time each day and two marks 
a month for materials, the women of Germany 
are to become and remain beautiful. 

What a very good work, and how admirable 
for emulation! The beauty parlor has abolish- 
ed the homely lookers of our youth. You never 
see am ugly girl nowadays. Some are not so 
bad and the others are better. Dentistry, cos- 
meétics and attention to principles of color and 
form have worked the change. 
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Beauty is more than skin deep, as the chap 
found who tried skinning his bride. After 
the callow assessments of youth have blossom- 
ed into mature judgment, most men admire more 
a joyous spirit in a shapely healthy body than 
mere perfection of facial feature. I knew one 
woman of charm whose 
face in repose was plain 
ugly. A change like sun- 
light sweeping over a 
dark plain came when she switched the lights 
and the power on. Instantly she became pos- 
sessed of charm. What might not a course of 
beauty culture have done for her in the off 
moments? 

Lessons in charm and poise are invaluable 
for women over forty. When the prettiness of 
young womanhood has gone, with no inner glow 
to illumine the personality, many of them look 
warped of soul, empty of mind and overly ten- 
acious of their rights. One such nearly swept me 
off a seat in a railway station the other eve- 
ning, while I was waiting to say goodbye to Ed- 
monton friends. Men mellow better than women, 
as a rule.

The comparison is unfortunate. There are 
millions still living whose memories of the sub- 
marine campaign are still keen. True, the Ger- 
man U-boat campaign sank many thousands of 
tons of Allied shipping. It attacked unarmed 
crews and passengers, sparing not even women 
and children and maimed men on hospital ships 
in its efforts to strike terror into the people of 
the democracies. For al] that, the German press, 
may claim credit for the U-boat. 

But, in the end the U-boat campaign ended 
disastrously for Germany. It roused American 
indignation and brought that great country into 
the war as an enemy. It led to naval measures of 
convoy protection and sub-hunting that in the 
end broke the spirit of the German submarine 
crews. The mutiny of the U-boat crews against 
being sent out to certain death spread through 
the fleet and helped end the war. The U-boat 
was the instrument that in the end made vic- 
tory for Germany impossible. 

This gloating of the German newspaper over 
the (theoretical) sinking of transports in the 
Baltic, confirms the opinion that Germany is 
not capable of learning lessons, but becomes 
intoxicated at sight of her armed strength. 
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Here’s another sign of the times in Eng- 
land. The British Admiralty last week bought 86 
of the best fishing trawlers from the Hull and 
Grimsby fleets to convert into mine-sweepers 
and other naval units. That's a third of Britain’s 
deep-water fishing fleet. It won't affect Brit- 


ain’s fish supply. The fishing

A Great Statesman 


By THOMAS WAYLING 


OTTAWA.—One hundred and two years ago, 
William Lyon Mackenzie, the Canadian rebel, 
hid in an old windmill near Prescott in the river 
St. Lawrence. 

Around the countryside were posters offer- 
ing 1,000 pounds reward for him dead or alive, 
In the woods near by Major King, of His Majes- 
ty's Royal Horse Artillery wheeled his guns into 
position and prepared to bombard the old mill, 
suspecting the rebel was hiding there. ... 

In Toronto today, Right Honorable William 
Lyon Mackenzie King, Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, commemorates his twentieth anniversary as 
leader of the Liberal party in Canada, 

The celebration is possible because Major 
King did not carry out his bombardment, The 
old rebel in the mill was Premier King’s 
maternal grandfather, the artillery officer his 
paternal grandsire. ,.. Rebel Mackenzie migrat- 
ed to Canada from his native town of Dundee. 
Major King left Aberdeen for Canada about the 
same time. ; 

In 1837 William Lyon Mackenzie rebelled. In 
1937 William Lyon Mackenzie King made a pil- 
grimage to Dundee and Aberdeen to visit the 
scenes of his grandparents’ youth. Dundee gave 
him a lunch end Aberdeen gave him the free- 
dom of the city.... 

The present Prime Minister of Canada is the 
son of John King, a University professor. He 
became a Bachelor of Arts in 1895, Bachelor of 
Laws in 1896, and a Master of Arts in 1897, all 
at Toronto University. Then became Master 
of Arts at Harvard in 1898. He felt himself then 
qualified to become a reporter on the Toronto 
Globe, but even though he had been educated 
by degrees he was fired off hand. Sir William 
Mulock made Mr. King Deputy Minister of 
Labor at the age of 26. He attracted the atten- 
tion of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who took the young 
economist under his wing. 

Eight years passed. He could not forget his 
brief venture into journalism and started the 
Labor Gazette, official organ of the department 
which is still in publication, the primary author- 
ity on Canadian labor questions. 

Mr. King then resigned from the civil ser- 
vice and was elected to parliament. Sir Wilfrid 
promptly made him minister of labor and two 
years later, in 1911, he accompanied Sir Wilfrid 
in defeat at the reciprocity election. 
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Then came the war. It found him with an 
aged mother and an invalid sister to support. 
His deep insight into labor problems opened the 
way for him to serve. The United States had not 
yet entered the war but was rendering invalu- 
able assistance to the allies through shipbuild- 
ing and supplies. Serious strikes slowed up the 
American effort in this direction. Mediation 
efforts proved abortive and somebody recalled 
the Canadian labor authority who had an amaz- 
ing record for conciliating labor disputes. He 
was asked to go over the States and mediate 
between the men and the companies. In rapid 
turn he settled ship building, steel, coal and other 
strikes. The president of Bethlehem Steel, Mr. 
E. G. Grace; says: “At a crucial time when we 
were contending with an unprecedented indus- 
trial unrest, your counsel and advice in the con- 
struction and development of a plan which when 
installed proved most conducive to promoting 
cordial relations with our employees during the 
emergency, resulting in the obtaining of the 
maximum efficiency in the production of war 
munitions, constituted, I feel, a real service not 
only to this country but to the Allies during the 
war.” 

He gave his services as an expert to the 
General Electric Company, which was also pro- 
ducing war supplies. The Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Co., the International Harvester Co. 
the Consolidation Coal Co., the Great Western 
Sugar Co., are among other of the large indus- 
tries of the United States engaged at the time 
upon the production of war materials and essen- 
tial supplies, which have since testified to the 
valuable services rendered by Mr. King during 
the period of the war and to the betterment of 
relations subsequently between these companies 
and their employees. Thus these vital munitions 
resumed their course to England. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King in this way contributed invaluable 
aid to the allicd corps, although for a generation 
he has been accused of failing to do his bit. His 
war efforts are al] recorded in the comprehen- 
sive diaries which he has written from day to 
day throughout his whole public career. These 
locked books contain full refytation of the in- 
sinuations made against him, but he refuses to 
make their contents public. 

te a 

Mr. King never married. Life centred 
largely around the mother he worshipped. In 
his study at Laurier House is a portrait of a 
white-haired lady, calm and peaceful with the 
beatitude of age. When she died no other woman 
took her place. 
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When Sir Wilfrid Laurier died, the Liberal 
party called a convention. The veteran finance 
minister, Hon. W. S. Fielding, was the senior 
statesman, but his support of conscription and 
desertion of Laurier failed to get him the sup- 
port of the Quebec Liberals. The same factor 
brought about the rejection also of Hon. George 
P. Graham, another of Laurier’s outstanding 
ministers. So Mr. King became leader of the 
party. Within the next three years union gov- 
ernment disintegrated and in the 1921 election 
Premier Meighen was defeated. At the same 
time, the Liberals under Mr. King had been un- 
able to get a clear majority owing to the injec- 
tion of a third party, the Progressives, led by 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, who had been minister of 
agriculture in the Union government and was 
now leading a farmer movement. 

Mr. Meighen was only able to win fifty seats, 
King 117, but there were 65 Progressives 
Crerar the 


Mr 
and three Labor, wheih gave Mr 
balance of power. 

Thus for the next four years Mr. King had 
no majority, but with masterly diplomacy 
gained the support of the progressives, and car- 
ried on. In 1925 Mr. King lost 16 seats and the 
Conservatives gained 66, but the Progressives 
still supporting Mr. King gave him continued 
leadership of the House. 

But this time Hon. H. H. Stevens uncovered 
a scandalous situation in the department of 
Customs and Excise which alienated the Pro- 
gressive support of the Liberals and Mr, King 
resigned to appeal to the country.
